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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The signed declaration filed 1 1/20/2007 has been entered and considered by the examiner. Applicant's arguments are still not 
persuasive. 

The applicant asserts that the declaration demonstrates unexpected results because the composite sheets comprising a woven or 
knitted fabric layer with a lower denier possessed a lower stiffness and a lower elongation of constant load. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees. 

As previously stated in the final rejeciton mailed 1 1/21/2007, the applicant appears to be claiming unexpected results (i.e., unexpected 
stiffness and elongation), but the applicant fails to evidence unexpected results. Two articles with different fiber fineness are expected to 
possess different characteristics (e.g., different stiffness and elongation). The applicant must do more than show the existence of results to 
overcome a showing of obviousness. The applicant must show that the results are unexpected and that the results are sufficiently 
unexpected to overcome prima facie obviousness. The evidence relied upon should establish that the differences in results are in fact 
unexpected and unobvious and of both statistical and practical significance. Ex parte Gelles, 22 USPQ2d 1318, 1319 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 
1992). See MPEP 716.02. 

It is further noted that applicant's results are expected, not unexpected. See USPN 3,762,984 to Goldbeck column 2, lines 55-64. 
Goldbeck discloses that as denier is increased the stiffness is increased. Therefore, it is not unexpected that the stiffness of Samples 3 
and 5 are higher because they comprise fibers with a larger denier. In addition, it is not unexpected that the elongation is greater for the 
samples with a larger denier, because elongation is the percentage increase in length an article can undergo before breaking. A thicker 
fiber can clearly increase in length more than a thinner fiber. 
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
